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1 . With respect to the base claim 14, Applicant argues that AAPA fails to disclose 
the shielding 42 displaced from the substrate by "a predetermined displacement" of 
between 500 nm and 250 nm. 

It is noted that Applicant cannot read limitations only set forth in the description 
into the claims for the purpose of avoiding the prior art. In re Sporck , 386 F.2d 924, 155 
USPQ 687 (CCPA 1967). In this case, the limitation on which Applicant relies (i.e., 
between 500 nm and 250 nm) is not stated in the base claim 14. It is the claims that 
claimed invention, and it is claims, not specifications that are anticipated or 
unpatentable. Constant v. Advanced Micro-Devices Inc ., 7 USPQ2d 1064. Therefore, 
AAPA does suggest "the portion covering the side face of the gate facing the drain area 
terminating at an end displaced from the substrate by a predetermined displacement" as 
claimed because the shielding 42 is displaced from the substrate by a displacement 
delta, "which is set between the drain area 16 and the end of the first portion 42a" (see 
page 3, lines 31-33 of Applicant's specification). 

2. With respect to dependent claim 18, Applicant argues that it would not be 
obvious to set a predetermined displacement delta of AAPA in a range as claimed 
because the predetermined displacement as claimed is not recognized in the art to be a 
result-effective variable. 

It is noted that Applicant states on page 10, line 38 through page 11, lines 1-4 

that: 
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"...The third portion 42c is formed as a shield over the gate polysilicon 22 and reaches 
down on the drain side so that it shows a distance to the underlying area which is 
referred to as delta similar to Fig. 1 B and 2." 

From the above statement, it appears that the delta displacement shown in Fig. 
1B (AAPA) is equivalent to the delta displacement shown in Fig. 2 (Applicant's 
invention). Therefore, the delta displacement of AAPA (Fig. 1B) would also provide the 
same expected result of reduction of the feed back capacity and increasing in the 
maximum stable gain. Thus, if Applicant belies that the claimed range achieves 
unexpected results relative to the delta displacement of AAPA, then Applicant is 
requested to support that position with facts.
